First — The name of said corporation shall be Society of Mayflower 
Descendants in the State of Ohio. 


Second — Said corporation shall be located, and its principal business 
transacted, in the City of Cincinnati, in Hamilton County, Ohio. 


Third — Lineal descendants of that band of Pilgrims who were 
passengers on the “Mayflower,” and landed in December, 1620, on Ply- 
utouth Rock, Massachusetts, form this corporation for the purpose of 


preserving the memory of those pilgrims, and all facts relating to them, 


their ancestors, and their postcrity.

WILLIAM BRADFORD —Baptized 19, March, 1589, Austerfield, 
England, died May 9, 1657, Plymouth. Married first 10, December, 
1613, Amsterdam, Holland, Dorothy May, who was born about 1697, 
died 7%, December, 1620. Married second, 14, August, 1623, Alice 
(Carpenter) Southworth, (widow of Edward Southworth), born 
about 1590, died 26 or 27 March, 1670, Plymouth. Bradford was of 
Robinson’s church in Holland; elected Governor 1621, and, excepting 
three years, annually until his death. 


DOROTHY MAY BRADFORD — Wife of William, born about 1597, 
died by accidental drowning 7, December, 1620, at Cape Cod harbor. 


WILLIAM BREWSTER — Born 1566-67 at Scrooby, died 10, April, 
1644, Plymouth. Married before 1593, Mary Wentworth. He was 
ruling elder at Leyden and Plymouth until his death. 

MARY (WENTWORTH) BREWSTER — Wife of William, died 17, 
April, 1627, Plymouth. 

LOVE BREWSTER—Son of William and Mary, died January or 
February, 1651, Duxbury. Married 25, May, 1634, Sarah Collier, 
(daughter of William Collier), died after 12, March, 1680. She 
married second, after 1, September, 1656, Richard Parke, Cambridge, 
who died there 1665.

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CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE I.— NAME 


The name of this Society, formed by lineal descendants of those 
Pilgrims who were passengers on The Mayflower and landed in December, 
1620, at Plymouth, New England, shall be the “Society of Mayflower 
Descendants in the State of Ohio.” 


ARTICLE IJ.— OBJECTS 


The objects of this Society shall be: 


Section 1. To perpetuate to a remote posterity the memory of our 
Pilgrim Fathers. To maintain and defend the principles of civil and 
religious liberty as set forth in the Compact of the Mayflower, “For 
the glorie of God and advancement of the Christian Faith, and honor of 
our countrie.” 


Sec. 2. To cherish and maintain the ideals and institutions of 
American freedom, and to oppose any theories or action that threaten 
their continuity. 

Sec. 3. To transmit the spirit, the purity of purpose and steadfastness 
of will of the Pilgrim Fathers to those who shall come after us, an 
undiminished heritage of liberty and law. 


Sec. 4. To promote the interests that are common to all of the 
Colonies of the Society of Mayflower Descendants in the State of Ohio 
which can only be served by a state body, and to secure united effort 
to discover and publish original matter in regard to the Pilgrims, together 
with existing data known only to antiquarians, and to authenticate, pre- 
serve, and mark historical sites and objects made memorable by Pilgrim 
Association. 


Sec. 5. To promote the interests that are common to all of the 
State Societies, and thus the General Society. 


ARTICLE III.— MEMBERSHIP 


All persons over eighteen years of age who are descended from a 
passenger on the Mayflower on the voyage which terminated at Plymouth, 
New England, in December, 1620, shall be eligible for membership; and 
all persons, so descended, who are less than eighteen years of age, 
shall be eligible for Junior Membership pursuant to Article XVIII of 
the By-Laws of this Society; Provided, however, (a) that no person 
shall be eligible for membership in the Society of Mayflower Descendants 
in the State of Ohio—regular, junior or life—who is pledged to or 
advocates, the overthrow, by force or violence, of the Government of 
the United States, or that of any State or Territory; or who has been 
guilty of other treasonable practices; or who is not of good moral 
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character; and the Society of Mayflower Descendants in the State of 
Ohio shall have the right to expel from its membership any person for 
any of these causes; and any question arising under this proviso (a) 
shall be determined by the Society of Mayflower Descendants in the State 
of Ohio; and provided further (b) that no one may become a member of 
the Society of Mayflower Descendants in the State of Ohio unless 
personally acceptable to the Society. 


ARTICLE IV.— OFFICERS 


Section 1. Officers of the Society of Mayflower Descendants in the 
State of Ohio, shall be a Governor, a Deputy Governor, Captain, Elder, 
Recording Secretary, Corresponding Secretary, Treasurer, Historian, 
Surgeon and Counsellor. 


Sec. 2. The officers, together with all former Governors of the 
Society (who shall be ex-officio members during their lifetime and 
membership in good standing), the Lieutenant Governor of each Colony, 
one member from each of the Colonies to be elected by the Colony, and 
six members at large, elected for this purpose and called Assistants, 
shall constitute the Board of Assistants. 


ARTICLE V.— MEETINGS 


Section 1. (a) The Annual Meeting of The Society of Mayflower 
Descendants in the State of Ohio shall be held each year on a suitable 
day in May, the date, time and place to be selected by the Board of 
Assistants. 


(b) The Society of Mayflower Descendants in the State of ie 
desiring to continue the recognition of the 21st day of November, which 
is the anniversary of the arrival of the Mayflower at Provincetown Harbor 
and of signing the Compact, recommends to the colonies the observance 
of that day. 


Sec. 2. At all meetings of the Society the order of business shall be: 


First: The calling of the meeting to order by the Governor. 
Second: Prayer by the Elder. 

Third: Reading of the Compact. 

Fourth: Reading of the Minutes of the previous ele 
Fifth: Report from Officers. 

Sixth Report from Lieutenant Governors. 


Seventh: Reports from Committees. 
Eighth: Communications. 

Ninth: Unfinished business. 
Tenth: New business. 

Eleventh: Benediction by the Elder. 
Twelfth: Adjournment. 


Sec. 3. At the Annual Meeting, three additional items shall be con- 


sidered in the order of business, to wit: “The Election of Officers” 
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which shall follow the items “Reports from Committees” the “Report of 
Tellers” which shall follow the item “New business ;” and the “Installation 
of New Officers” which shall follow the item “Report of Tellers.” 


Sec. 4. All reports submitted at meetings of the Society must be 
typewritten and signed by the person or persons submitting the report. 


Sec. 5. At all meetings of the Society, ten per cent (10%) of the 
total membership of the Society, present in person or by proxy, shall 
constitute a quorum. 


ARTICLE VI.— AMENDMENTS 


Section 1. This Constitution may be amended only at the Annual 
Meeting of the Society by the affirmative vote of two-thirds of the 
members present or by proxy, and such amendment shall be effective 
immediately after its passage. 


Sec. 2. Any proposed amendment must be submitted to the Recording 
Secretary in writing and signed by at least ten members, not less -than 
three weeks prior to the meeting before which it is to be considered. 

Sec. 3. The Recording Secretary shall cause such proposed amend- 


ment to be printed and sent to each member at least ten days aise the 
meeting. 
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BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE I.—ELECTION OF OFFICERS AND 
BOARD OF ASSISTANTS 


Section 1. The State Officers and the members at large of the 
Board of Assistants shall be elected by a majority vote of those present 
and members absent voting by written ballot, at the Annual Meeting in 
1951 and each third year thereafter, and they shall hold office for a 
term of three years or until their successors shall have been’ elected 
and the office accepted. 


ARTICLE II.—DUTIES OF OFFICERS 


Section 1. Governor.—It shall be the duty of the Governor to 
preside at all meetings of the Society and the Board of Assistants, and 
perform such other duties as pertain to the chief officer of an organization. 


Sec. 2. Deputy Governor.—It shall be the duty of the Deputy 
Governor to exercise all the functions of Governor during his absence 
or disability. 


Sec. 3. Recorpinc SECRETARY. — (a) The Recording Secretary shall 
keep an accurate record of the proceedings of Society and Board meet- 
ings; shall keep a roll of the members; shall be custodian of the pre- 
liminary application blanks; shall sign the lineage papers; and perform 
such other duties as the office may require. He shall notify the 
Historian General of transfers including new State numbers. 


(b) The Recording Secretary shall be the keeper of the Seal of 
the Society. 


Sec. 4. CORRESPONDING SECRETARY. — The Corresponding Secretary 
shall give due notice to the members of all meetings; shall notify the 
members of the Board of Assistants of their meetings; shall conduct 
the correspondence; shall mail a copy of the report of the Nominating 
Committee to each member with notice of the Annual Meeting; shall 
notify members of their election and perform such other duties as the 
office may require. 


Sec.: 5.” Treasurer. —~ (a) ‘The "Treasurer shall give bond in a 
surety company, for an amount which shall be determined by the Board 
of Assistants. The expense of such bond shall be paid by the Society. 


(b) The Treasurer shall collect all entrance fees and dues, shall 
attend to all disbursements and shall have charge of all funds of the 
Society, under the direction of the Board of Assistants. He (or she) 
Shall keep the accounts of the Society, and shall make a report to 
date, including outstanding obligations at all meetings of the Board of 
Assistants, and shall, at the Annual Meeting, report in full the receipts 
and disbursements of the previous fiscal year. 

(c) The Treasurer shall disburse only such sums as the Society 
or Board of Assistants shall direct.

(d) From the entrance fee received from each new member the 
Treasurer shall refund 50% to the Treasurer of the Colony from which 
the successful applicant emanated. The Treasurer shall also refund 
to the Colony $1.00 from the annual dues of each paid-up member of 
said Colony as reported by December 31 of each year. 


(e) Prior to May 1 each year the Treasurer shall send to the Treasurer 
General a per capita assessment of one dollar based on the membership as 
of December 31st last, and one dollar for each supplemental lineage paper 
filed with the Historian General during the preceding calendar year. 


(f) Accounts of the Treasurer shall be audited by the Finance 
Committee annually, or oftener if the Board of Assistants so directs. 


Sec. 6. Hustorran.—(a) The Historian shall examine and report 
to the Board of Assistants upon the lineage papers of all candidates for 
membership. He (or she) shall be custodian of the blank lineage papers, 
as well as those returned for filing, also of the supplemental lineage 
papers, which after being filled in must be returned to the Historian 
accompanied by $1.25, this sum to be forwarded to the Treasurer. 


(b) The Historian shall keep a record of all certificates signed by 
him or her; also a record of all celebrations of the Society; file all 
historical documents and papers, and do any other work assigned him 
by the Board of Assistants. 


Sec. 7. Exper. —It shall be the duty of the Elder to officiate, when 
called upon, at any meeting of the Society. He shall have been ordained 
as an elder, bishop, minister or deacon of a Christian Church, or shall 
be a,member of a Christian Church. . . 


Sec. 8. Captain. —(a) The Captain shall carry out all orders 
of the Governor or of the Society, and shall act as Marshal at parades 
and on occasions of ceremony. 


(b) The Captain shall be the keeper of the Society flags and shall 
see that they are properly displayed when required. He shall also be 
in charge of all other property of the Society not assigned to the custody 
of any other officer. 


Sec. 9. Surceon.— The Surgeon shall have been duly admitted to 
the practice of medicine. He shall be under the orders of the Governor 
and the Board of Assistants. 


Sec. 10. CouNsELLor.— The Counsellor shall be an Attorney at Law. 
He shall render legal aid and opinions upon matters pertaining to the 
Society when requested to do so by the Governor or by the Board of 
Assistants. 


ARTICLE III. — MEETINGS 


Sec. 1. Notice of all general meetings of the Society shall be mailed 
to each member by the Corresponding Secretary at least seven days before 
each meeting. 


_ Sec. 2. Special meetings of the Society may be held at any 
time and place at the call of the Governor, or upon written request of ten 
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members, or by a vote of the Board: of Assistants, seven. days notice et 
such special meetings having: been. given, 


ARTICLE IV.—MANAGEMENT 


‘The Management and control of all affairs of the Society, subject to 
such instructions and limitations as may be prescribed by the Society, 
shall be vested in the Board of Assistants, except as hereinafter provided. 


ARTICLE. V.—DUTIES OF THE BOARD 
OF ASSISTANTS | 


Section 1. (a) Meetings of the Board of Assistants shall be held 
within the first ten days of the months of October, January, March and 
May of each year. 

(b). Five members of the Board of Assistants shall constitute a 
quorum. 

(c) Officers and members of the Board of Assistants shall be 
reimbursed from the treasury of the Society for actual traveling expenses 
incurred in attending meetings of the Board at the rate of five cents per 
mile, to an amount not exceeding seven dollars ($7.00) per person per 
meeting.” 


Sec. 2. Special meetings of the Board mzy be held at the request 
of three, of its members, or at the call of the Governor. 


Sec. 3. Notices of all meetings of the Board of Assistants shall be 


-mailed to its members three days before each meeting by the Correspond- 


ing Secretary. 
Sec. 4. The following shall be the order of business: 


First: Reading of minutes of the previous meeting. 
_-Second: Reports from Officers. 

Third: Reports from Committees. 

Fourth: Communications. 

Fifth: | Unfinished business. 

‘Sixth: | New business. 


Sec. 5. (a) The Governor shall, after each a> At Meee appoint 
the following Standing Committees : 
Finance—three members. 
Entertainment—three members. 
Publication—three members. 
(b) The Chairman of each Standing Committee shall be a- member 
of the Board of Assistants. . The additional members may be selected 
from the members at large. ) 


(c} Each committee shall, through its. Chairman, _ submit a written 
réport at each meeting of the Society. 
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Sec. 6. The Board of Assistants may appoint such special committees 
as it may deem necessary or proper. 


Sec. 7. The Board of Assistants shall fill any vacancy in the 
list of Officers, Assistants or Committees by the election of a member to 
hold office until the next regular election of officers, except in the 
case of a vacancy caused by the death or resignation of a Lieutenant 
Governor. The Colony to which he or she was accredited shall elect 
a new Lieutenant Governor within thirty days after such vacancy. The 
procedure outlined in Article V, Sec. 11, will then be followed. . 


- Sec. 8. (a) The Board of Assistants shall, at their January meeting 
in each election year, appoint a committee consisting of seven members of 
the Society, and which -must include two members of the Board of 
Assistants and not fewer than one member of each Colony to be called 
the Nominating Committee, whose duty it shall be to select one or more 
candidates for each office, including the Assistants, to be filled at the 
ensuing Annual Meeting, and to report to the Corresponding Secretary 
at least two weeks before the Annual Meeting the names so selected. 


_ (b) Candidates for Lieutenant Governor and for the Assistant from 
each Colony shall not be selected by the Nominating Committee but shall 
be chosen by the respective Colonies. 


Sec. 9. The Board of Assistants shall fix the hour and place for 
the Annual Meeting. ; | : 


Sec. 10. The Board of Assistants shall have power to remove any 
State Officer for cause; provided, however, that such State Officer 
shall, upon reasonable notice, be allowed to appear before the Board of 
Assistants in his own defense. 


_ Sec. 11. (a) When a new Colony is fully organized the name of 
its duly elected Lieutenant Governor will be forwarded to the Recording 


Secretary who shall notify the Board of Assistants, at its next meeting, 
of the Colony’s choice. 


(b) The Board of Assistants will then recognize the new Lieutenant 
Governor as a member of the Board until his or her term expires. 


ARTICLE VI.— MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1. Every application for membership in this Society shall 
be made on a preliminary application blank provided for that purpose 
by the Recording Secretary of the Society. Such application shall bear 
the autograph signature of the candidate and two members of the Society, 
the name of the Mayflower ancestor through whom eligibility is claimed, 
and such other statements as may be required. 


Sec. 2. This preliminary blank when properly filled out must be 
forwarded to the State Recording Secretary, who will present it to the 
Board of Assistants for approval at the first meeting following its receipt. 


Sec. 3. Any applicant for membership in this Society who. shall 
make a request through the Historian for a.copy of any lineage paper 
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shall be furnished the same upon payment of a fee of $1.00. Copies of 
documentary proof may, however, be furnished on payment of such 
charges as the Historian General may determine, said fees to be paid to 
the General Society through the State Treasurer to the Historian General. 


Sec. 4. (a) After the preliminary application has been approved, 
blank lineage papers in duplicate shall be furnished the applicant by the 
Historian. These blanks must be filled in by the applicant with the 
detailed line of descent from a Mayflower ancestor and must be signed 
by the applicant and attested before an officer authorized to administer 
oaths. The correctness of the lineage shall be proven by full reference 
to authorities cited, giving the complete title of the work, volume and 
page; when the reference is to a rare volume or to an unpublished public 
or private record or to a manuscript, certified copies in duplicate of the 
pertinent parts thereof shall accompany the lineage papers. 


(b) The Historian may demand such further proofs as are deemed 
necessary. 


Sec. 5. (a) After completion of the lineage papers by the applicant, 
they, together with the entrance fee of $7.00 and the dues for the 
current year, $6.00 shall be returned to the Historian, who shall forward 
the fees and dues to the Treasurer, except if a Junior member shall, 
between the age of eighteen years and twenty-five years, make application 
for active membership in the Society, the entrance fee of $7.00 shall 
be waived, and no entrance fee shall be required from such applicant. 


(b) ‘If the lineage papers are not filled out in duplicate and filed 
with the Historian within nine months after the approval of the preliminary 
application, such approval shall become void. An Extension of time may 
be granted, however, at the option of the Board of Assistants. 


Sec. 6. The Historian shall examine the two lineage papers, and if 
they are found to be correct, shall sign and send them to the Historian 
General: After receiving the signed approval of the Historian General, 
the Historian shall present the papers at the next meeting of the Board 
of Assistants, whose members shall vote on the candidate by secret 
ballot. Two negative votes shall exclude the candidate. 


Sec. 7. After the election of the candidate the Recording Secretary 
shall sign the lineage papers and the Historian shall affix the state 
number. The Historian shall then return one of these papers to the 
Historian General, who will issue to the Recording Secretary the General 
Society number. This number shall be forwarded to the Historian who 
will affix it to the duplicate lineage paper before filing. 


Sec. 8. Any member may hold membership in more than one State 
Society, and, if so, shall be eligible to represent such State Societies as 
a delegate to a General Congress. 


Sec. 9. No person shall be a member of a Colony who is not a 
member in good standing of the State Society. And no person shall 
.be a member of a State Society until his or her line of descent shail 
have been approved by the Historian General; provided, however, that 
if an irreconcilable difference of opinion shall exist between the Historian 
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and the Historian General as to the eligibility of an applicant for member- 
ship, such applicant may take an appeal to the General Board of Assistants, 
whose decision shall be final. 


Sec. 10. Any member whose annual dues remain unpaid for one 
year, may, after due notice, be suspended from the roll of membership, 
at the discretion of the Board of Assistants. 


Sec. 11. Any member, for cause or conduct prejudicial to the interests 
of the Society, may be suspended or expelled by a two-thirds vote of 
the Board of Assistants. No member shall be suspended or expelled unless 
written charges against such member shall have been presented to the 
Board of Assistants, who shall give him reasonable opportunity to be 
heard and to refute such charges. 


Sec. 12. Resignations shall be sent in writing to the Recording 
Secretary, who shall submit them to the Board of Assistants at their 
next meeting. Such resignation may be accepted by the Board only 
upon receipt of a statement from the Treasurer that the member’s dues 
are paid to date. 


Sec. 13. (a) Any member who has resigned while in good standing, 
may be reinstated by the Board of Assistants upon a request in writing 
from such member, accompanied by his or her dues for the current year. 


(b) Any member who has been suspended for non-payment of dues 
may be reinstated by the Board of Assistants upon a request in writing 
from such member, accompanied by the dues for the year in which 
the member was dropped and the dues for the current year. 


ARTICLE VII.— COLONIES 


Section 1. The Board of Assistants may at any time authorize the 
formation of a Colony, whenever ten or more members of this Society, 
in good standing, shall sign a request for a charter for such Colony and 
file it with the Recording Secretary. The name of such new Colony 
shall be in form: “The————————— Colony of The Society of 
Mayflower Descendants in the State of Ohio.” 


Sec. 2. Such Colony, after its formation shall have been authorized 
by the Board of Assistants, shall elect a Lieutenant Governor, a Secretary, 
a Treasurer, and an Historian, who shall constitute the Executive 
Committee: other officers may be added at the discretion of the Colony. 
The Lieutenant Governor shall present a written report of the activities 
of the Colony at the Annual Meeting of the Society, and shall upon 
enuess furnish the Board of Assistants with information concerning the 

olony. 


Sec. 3. Colonies may adopt such regulations and by-laws as they 
may deem proper, provided that such regulations and by-laws do not 
ae, with either the Constitution of the General Society or the State 

Ociety. 
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Sec. 4. No Colony shall have power to involve the State Society 
in any pecuniary or other obligation. — 


Sec. 5. If the applicants to whom a charter may be granted 
do not meet and organize a Colony within three months after the grant- 
ing of the charter, such grant shall become void. 


Sec. 6. Each Colony shall annually transmit to the Recording 
Secretary not later than January 10, a statement giving the number of 
its members and any matters of interest in its history; and also make 
any suggestion which it may deem profitable for the Society to consider. 


ARTICLE VIIT.— DUES 


Sec. 1. The entrance fee to the Society shall be $7.00 payable when 
completed lineage papers are returned to the Historian, except for 
Junior members between the ages of eighteen years and twenty-five 
years from whom no entrance fees shall be required. 


Sec. 2. Annual dues of each member shall be $6.00, payable in 
advance on the first day of November of each year. 


Sec. 3. The payment of dues by a member elected during the period 


‘from April to October inclusive shall continue his membership until 


October 31st of the next calendar year. 
Sec. 4. The payment at one time of $100.00 shall constitute a life 


‘membership and shall exempt the member so paying from annual dues 


but not from per capita assessment.

ARTICLE IX.— TRANSFERS 


Section 1. A member of any State Society may be transferred to 
another State Society upon written application of such member to the 
State Society to which transfer is desired. 


- Sec.-2. If the application is acted upon favorably, the BAR ot 
if entitled thereto, shall be granted a certificate of good standing forth- 
with and a copy of his or her lineage papers from the Historian of the 
State Society from which the applicant desires to be transferred, and shall 
file the same with the Historian of the State Society to which transfer 
is requested, whereupon the latter State Society shall accept such 
transferred member, making arrangements as to the entrance fees and 
current dues as it may deem equitable, and shall assign a state number 


to said member, the general number to remain the same as before the 
transfer. The Secretary of the State Society to which the member is 


transferred shall, within five days, notify the Historian General of such 
transfer, together with the date of election and the new state number 
assigned to such member. 


Sec. 3. The State Society from which the transfer is made shall 


make no charge for the certificate of good standing but may charge 


a fee of $1.00 for the copy of the member’s lineage paper. Documentary 
proof shall be furnished at the clerical cost of the same. 
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Sec. 4. A former member of a State Society may be reinstated 
in said State Society by complying with such provisions governing like 
cases, as said State Society may have established. But any former member 
who is reinstated, or who becomes a member of any other State Society 
shall in every case retain the general number originally assigned by the 
Historian General. ; 


Sec. 5. Should such former member become a member of a State 
Society other than the State Society of which he or she was originally a 
member, the Secretary of such State Society shall within five days notify 
the Historian General of the date of election and of the new State 
Society number assigned to such member. 


ARTICLE X.— PERMANENT FUND 


Section 1. There shall be a Permanent Fund,, which shall consist 
of the funds now invested, and of additions thereto made as hereinafter 
provided; the principal thereof to be administered by the Board of 
Assistants and the income disposed of at its discretion. 


Sec. 2. The Permanent Fund shall be invested only in Government 
Bonds of the United States of America. 


Sec. 3. All sums received for life memberships, also all donations 
and legacies unless otherwise specified by the donor, shall be added to 
the Permanent Fund together with such other sums as the Board of

Assistants may appropriate for that purpose. 


Sec. 4. None of the principal of the Permanent Fund shall be 
expended for any purpose until a resolution authorizing such expenditure 
shall have passed the approval of the Board of Assistants and adopted 
by the Society in the same form and manner in which amendments to 
this Constitution may be made. : Be -G:- “EE 


ARTICLE XI.—SEAL 


The Seal of the Society shall contain a representation of a sailing 
vessel of the seventeenth century and around it the words and figures 
following: “Society of Mayflower Descendants, Plymouth, 1620; Ohio, 
1898.” 


~~ “ARTICLE XII —INSIGNIA 


fc Section 1. There shall be a certificate, insignia, rosette and . flag, 
as selected and approved by the General Society. 

Sec. 2. These shall be the same for all the Colonies, the certificates 
being issued by the officers of _the General Society, and countersigned 
by the officers of the State Society. | 
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ARTICLE XIII.—SOCIETY FLAG 


The flag of the Society shall be the British Jack of the Seventeenth 
Century, that is to say, a blue field with a white saltire, known as the 
cross of St. Andrew on which is superimposed a red cross, fimbriated 
white, known as the cross of St. George, the whole charged in the center 
with the Seal of the Society. The flag is to be edged with golden fringe. 
The pike is to be surmounted by a spear-head. A golden cord and tassels 
may be suspended from the summit of the pike. The material of the 
flag shall be silk. The flag shall be displayed only when accompanied 
by the flag of the United States of America of approximately the same 
dimensions, the pike to be surmounted by an eagle. 


ARTICLE XIV.— STATIONERY 


Stationery of the Society shall be used only by officers or duly 
appointed committees of the Society, respectively; and only for the trans- 
action of official business, nor shall the name of either the General 
Society, or that of a State Society, or any part of their official die, 
or device, be used other than for official business. No advertising 
other than that relating to activities of the Society shall appear on official 
stationery. . 


ARTICLE XV.— ASSESSMENTS 


Any special assessment which may be voted only at the Annual 
Meeting of the Society, shall be on a per c:pita basis. 


ARTICLE XVI.— AMENDMENTS 


Amendments, alterations, and additions to the By-Laws may be 
made at any meeting of the Society by two-thirds vote of those present 
in person or by proxy. Such changes shall be effective immediately 
following adoption. 


ARTICLE XVII.—FISCAL YEAR 


The fiscal year of the Society shall end on the 30th day of April 
of each year. 


ARTICLE XVIII.—JUNIOR MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1. There is hereby established a Junior membership to which 
all persons under eighteen years of age and who are descended from 
a passenger aboard the Mayflower on the voyage which terminated at 
Plymouth, New England, in December, 1620, shall be eligible; and pro- 
vided further that such applicant shall have a blood relative of the 
same lineage holding membership in the Society of Mayflower Descend- 
ants in the State of Ohio. 
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Sec. 2. The fee for Junior membership shall be One ($1.00) Dollar. 
There shall be no annual dues. 


Sec. 3. All applicants for Junior Membership shall be recommended 
by a member, in good standing, of the Society of Mayflower Descendants 
in the State of Ohio. Application blanks, after being filled out and 
signed by the recommending member and the Lieutenant Governor of 
the Colony, shall be sent, with the fee of $1.00 attached, to the Recording 
Secretary who will make a proper record and forward to the Treasurer 
who will issue a certificate of membership to the Junior member. 


Sec. 4. Upon attaining the age of eighteen years,. all Junior 
members may become active members of the Society of Mayflower 
Descendants in the State of Ohio by complying with the requirements 
of Article’ VI of these By-Laws; however, between the ages of eighteen 
years and twenty-five years, the payment of the entrance fee of $7.00 
shall be waived for such Junior members. If a Junior member does 
not mgke application for active membership before reaching the age of 
twenty-five years, then payment of the entrance fee of $7.00 shall be 
required at the time of filing lineage papers. A Junior member wishing 
to become an active member may obtain a copy of the sponsor’s lineage 
papers upon payment of $1.00 to the State Historian. The Junior applicant 
shall then supply any additional information and proof necessary to 
complete the lineage for the applicant. 


~ Sec. 5. All fees received for Junior Membership shall be held 
by the Treasurer in a separate fund to be expended only upon authority 
of the Board of Assistants or of the State Society for the purpose of 
promoting Junior membership.
